Charles Henry Jourdan, professor of 
mathematics at Mount St. Mary’s Col­ 
lege, Emmitsburg,died Tuesday morn­ 
ing after an illness of a month. He 
was 83 years old.He had been connect­ 
ed with the college since 1865. 
Professor Jourdan was born in For- 
calquir Province, France, in 1830. He 
taught in the public schools in France 
until 1800,when he immigrated 'to this 
country and spent 
four 
years 
in 
Montreal, Canada, 
teaching 
French 
and mathematics in some of the larg­ 
est schools of that city. In 1865 he 
took charge of the 
department 
of 
mathematics, physics and chemistry 
at Mount St. Mary’s. Irater he spent a 
year 
in 
Parras, State of Coahuila, 
Mexico,and four years at Seaton Hall, 
South Grange, New Jersey. 
Returning to Mount St. Mary’s he 
won for himself an enviable position 
in educational circles. In 1868, w'hen 
Cornell University was founded, he 
was invited by President White, the 
first head of the institution, to accept 
the chair of mathematics. Owing to 
his devotion to Mount St. Mary’s, he 
declined. In 1871

Adelaide Dielman, daughter of John 
Casper Henry Dielman, the composer, 
and is survived by two 
daughters, 
Mrs. F rank A. Roddy,of Emmitsburg, 
md Miss Edith Jourdan.

lf Adams ( ounfy would Help Mothers 
it Must Contribute. 


Governor Tener on Wednesday a t­ 
tached his signature to the so-called 
“mothers’ pension bill’', 
by Senator 
John O. Sheat/., Philadelphia, provid- 
j ing monthly payments to 
indigent, 
: widowed or abandoned mothers 
for 
.partial support of their children at 
I home. It now becomes a law' and will 
j Ire operative when the Governor ap ­ 
points not fewer than five nor more 
than seven women as administrators 
or trustees in each county accepting 
the act. 
The state is to assist the counties 
in the support of indigent children at 
home. At present, if parents are un­ 
able to maintain their children prop­ 
erly, the latter are imported by the 
counties in institutions or homes oth­ 
er than their own. 
The act calls for an appropriation 
of $200,WH) by the State for the next 
two years to the counties, the latter 
to contribute amounts equal to their 
apportionment
